CIRCUMSTANCES OF CONTEMPT CITATION 

Applicant represented an individual who was indicted for rape [State of 
Georgia v Barlow) in the Superior Court of Fulton County in August, 1995. 
The case first went to trial in June, 1997 before Judge Isaac Jenrette. The jury- 
could not reach a verdict and a mistrial was declared. Applicant, along with 
Sandy Callahan, represented the Defendant in the original trial. 

In January, 1998 the case was again called to trial with Mr. Callahan 
acting as the sole attorney for Mr. Barlow. Again, the jury could not reach a 
verdict and a mistrial was declared on January 12, 1998. The Judge instructed 
the parties to return the next day for another trial. Mr. Callahan, who was 
feeling ill during the trial advised the Court that he was unable to continue. 
Judge Jenrette ordered Mr. Callahan, along the Applicant and the Defendant to 
appear for trial the next day. All parties appeared as ordered. Mr. Callahan 
advised that he was too ill to proceed. The Applicant advised the Court that he 
had not had any active participation in the Barlow case for over a year and 
would need time to prepare. Both the Applicant and Mr. Callahan were held in 
contempt.
